HAS JAPAN AN 
_ EYE ON CHINA? 


St. Petersburg Paper Believes 
Japs Are Making Effort To 
Secure Protectorate. 


St, Petersburg, July 24—The Nevo 
Vremya today published details of 
an alleged anti-dynastic movement 
in Southern China, ascribing it  t« 
Japancse instigators who, the paper 
fays, are busily preparing for a Man- 
chu dynasty in China, the same fate 
which has just overtaken the emper- 
or of Corea, Continuing, the paper 
says that in contravention to the 
supplementary provisions of the Chi- 
na-Japanese treaty of 1905, which 
defined the regions where foreigners 
including Japanese, shall be permit- 
ted to reside, Japanese agents have 
worked their way into the most re- 
mote corners of the empire, The key- 
note of the Japanese intrigue is in 
assuring the Chinese that Japan is 
their protector against the nations of 
the west and at the same time reas- 
suring the westerners that Japan is 
their Vepeeea against the Chinese 
peril, e apprehensions of the 
Novo Vremya regarding the reopen. 
ing of the far eastern question are 
fully shared in Russian military cir- 
cles, where the steady armament of 
China and Japan is viewed with 
alarm. This movement is regarded 
as primarily menacing to the reim- 
nant of Russian possessions on the 
Pacific. 


RAVAGES OF THE WOLVES 
IN THE NORTH COUNTRY 


Responsible For Small Fur Catch. 
Thrilling Experiences Of Hunters 


sands Of Dollars. 


With Rapacious Animals. 
Horses Victims. 


Mr. Albert Tate, of this city, who 
has spent the last four months at 
Lesser Slave Lake, has returned with 
several bales of fur, 

Mr. Tate confirms the reports that 
have come down from the © Peace 
River distritr’with respect to the 
ravages of the wolves this ;season. 
He says the wolves are creating 
havoc and devastation among the 
live stock and big game to such an 
extent that it is impoverishing the 
country in a most serious way. Mr. 
Tate made a careful estimate of the 
fur lossés that came under his own 
personal observation around Lesser 
Slave Lake. 


Devoured After Being Trapped. .. 

He kept a note book for a portion 
of the time. He puts the loss during 
that time at $4,800. These were 
animals that were devounyd after be- 
ing caught in the hunters’ traps. Be- 
sides this he found the remains of 
three beautiful silver fox skins, The 
Hudson's Bay factor at Battle river 
told Me. Tate he, personally, knew 
of $3,000 loss in the same way. A 
similar loss of $1,200 was reported by 
a friend of Mr. Tate’s from Sturgeon 
Lake. 

These are but examples of the 
dozens that could’ be told, If the fur 
catch will be less than last year it 
will not “be due to scarcity of fur- 
bearing fauna, but to the robbery of 
the traps by the rapacious timber 
wolves. 

In a teip from Fort St. John to the 
Battle river, My, Sate saw wolves in 
packs about every ten miles. They 
are attacking the moose, which have 
migrated in great numbers from the 
far northern wilds, killing a great 
many calves and even the cows and 
bulls. The skeletons of the moose, 
licked of every vestige of flesh, are 
found everywhere. ‘The hoofs are 
worn indicating the long journey the 
victims have made ficeing from their 
ferocious am hungry enemies. Those 
that have been rescued before falling 
a prey generally show “that the hair 
has been worn off the Jegs, due to 
the long tramps through the deep 
snow caused by the abrasion oi the 
crust, During a 22 days’ tramp, Mr. 
Tate counted the skeleton remains 
of 18 moose. The Indians state that 
there are many hundreds of like 
cases. Oftentimes the Indians have 
found themselves outwitted and fore- 
stalled in the capture of'a moose by 
the wolves, Whenever they were 
fortunate in capturing a moose they 
had to take it to camp at once lest 
they should be cheated of their prize 
by these bold and vigilant lupine 
marauders,

The first. is the adventure of David 
Tustawits, son of Indian Chief Dun 
ean, at Peace River Crossing. David 
followed a moose for several hours 
and finally discovered that a pack 
of wolves had intercepted his chase. 
The pack took down the moose and 
when David came wp they had their 
victim partially devoured. The pack 
infuriated with the taste of blood, 
chased David, who climbed a tree. 
Hy had only seven cartridges and it 
looked like a case of being eaten or 
frozen.

Shot Twenty-one Wolves. 

Paul Clement, the famous rancher 
and trapper of the Hay River coun- 
try, has suffered severely from the 
wolves. Three of his horses were in 
the habit of foraging long distances 
try their corral. One evening in 
Ap they failed to return, Next 
day at noon two of them came gal- 
loping up to the corral covered with 
foam and manilesting intense excite. 
ment. Paul at once set out alone 
with his rifle and about five miles 
away came upon a pack of wolves 
tearing his horse to pieces, He shot 
2) of them dead, letting only five get 
away—a brave act for one man 
alone. 

Many Horses Victims. 

As many as 240 horses at Fort Bt. 
John alone, have been killed by the 
wolves this winter, and 150 at Dun. 
vegan and the Crossing. 

Mr. Tate says that the break up of 
the Peace River this spring was the 
most magnificent scciie in years. 
The waters were dammed by the im- 
mense ice flees until they rose over 
their wonted course into the forests. 
The floating was carried along: with 
such force that trees a foot in dia} 
meter were uprooted or clipped oft 
as by a gigantic scythe. ‘lhe sub- 
sidence of the water was so rapid in 
many places after the ice jams 
broke away that the ice was left 
piled forty feet high on the banks, 
forming serried and glassy prece- 
pices. 


Experience With an Ice Jam. 

At the time the river was breaking 
up Me, Butherland, the engineer on 
the Hudson’; Bay steamer that plies 
between Fort 8t, John and Vermi ion, 
Was anxious to go down to Vermilion 
to overhaul his boat, Mr. Sutherland 
who had spent some time in Edmon- 
ton last spring, xeturning north with 
Ally Brick, M.P.P., after the session 
of the legislature, closed, was at Peace 
River Landing. He simrted down the 
river in a stout skiff. Yinally, to- 
wards the evening of the first day 
he came upon a big ice jam which 
dammed the river high over the 
banks.

Tired 
with the arduous work of the day Mr, 
Sutheiland slept well, When he 
woke in the morning the ice had 
broken away the river had fallen sev- 
eral feet and left his skiff hanging 
to the tree to which he had moored 
it the night before, LKverything in 
the boat was swept away bul Mr. 
futherland fortunately retained his 
blankets and larder and was able to 
complete the journey without further 
mishaps,

Said To Have Been Purchased 
By Frank Mikota At Second 
Hand Store. 


in the prosecution’s 
case against Frank Mikota, charged 
with attempted murder of Charles 
Semerad, was reached yesterday af- 
ternoon when a revolver found by 
some children on Elizabeth street, in 
almost a direct route from Semerad’s 
house to Mikota’s residence, at the 
Ontario Boarding-house, was produc- 
ed in court by the Crown. 

This revolver, it is contended, was 
purchased about last Christmas from 
Travers Barker, who conducts a 
second-hand store on_. McDougall 
street, south of the Grand View 
Hotel. Mr. Barker thought the one 
produced was the revolver he had 
sold, but would not swear with cer- 
tainty to its being the same. 

The Evidence. 

Ralph Blevins, a ten year old boy, 
living on Elizabeth atreet, told = of 
finding a revolver after the attempted 
murder, between Namayo and Kinis- 
tino, It was in a little square hole 
near the sidewalk. The revolver was 
produced:.and identified by tne wit- 
ness. The boy also picked up three 
cartridges and gave these with the 
revdiver to his father. 

Miss Etta Blevins told of seeing the 
revolver that her brother found and 
said it looked like the one produced 
in court. 

Riley Blevins testified to having 
handed the revolver over to Constable 
Haig. 

Constable Haig told of having re- 
ceived ‘the volver Irom Blevins. 
He gave it to the chief of police. He 
identified tne revolver and the cart- 
ridges as those he had been given by 
Blevins. He arrested Mikota ‘the 
morning of the 5th in the Ontario 
Boarding-house, on Elizabeth street. 
He had just got out of bed. His 
trousers were wet up to the calf of 
the leg and his boots appeared as : 
they had been in water, They were 
wet, but clean. His coat was not 
wet. 

Major Beale told of having received 
the revolver from Haig and handing 
it over to Detective Griffiths: 

City Detective Griffiths testified 
that the revolver had not been ou. of 
his possession since it was given 
him by the chief.. He only showed: it 
to~Mr.-Barker, of Edmonton, for 
identificatiin. 

Travers Barker stated that he had 
known the accused for about a year. 
He sold him a revolver a day or two 
after last Christmas. The revolver 
shown him as an exhibit, he said, 
was similar to the one sold in every 
respect, About last ~ Christmas 
Mikoia visited his store many times 
in search of a revolver, which he 
wanted to purchase, 

The court then adjourned till 1.30 
today.

BELGIUM WILL 
ANNEX THE CONGO 


King Leopold’s Personal De- 
pendency Will Be Lost. 
Maladministration To Be 
Remedied. 


Brussels, July 24—The close of 
King Leopold’s long struggle to stave 
off the annexation of the Congo to 
Belgium, and to retain his personal 
sovereignity over this rich and ex. 
tensive Alrioan state, is foreshadow- 
ed in the agreement reached on July 
lzth between the Belgian and Congo 
governments, elaborating the’ terms 
under which the Congo free state 
shall pass into the possession of Bel- 
gium, This transfer will mark an 
important epoch fer the Congo, as 
heretofore the eondact of affairs has 
been under the personal direction of 
Kine Leopold and a cabinet of Congo 
officers entirely separate from and in. 
dependent of Belgium, whereas the 
new regime will make the Belgium 
overninent responsible "for the con- 
uct of the Congo affairs. 

The proposed transfer came at a 
time when Major Larmare’s charges 
Congo atrocities nre again direct- 
ing attention to the past administra- 
tion. Charges of this nature have 
heretofore aroused much resentment 
in Kuropé and America, and the 
Congo administration has sought to 
meet, them in part by investigations 
of a commission, the report of which 
disclosed many serious abuses, Major 
Larmare now renews the attack with 
vehemence and an authoritative sta- 
tus which gives added force to his 
charges, 

For five months after the Belgium 
parliament committed itself last De- 
cember, to the principle of annexa- 
tion, Count Smel Di Naeyer, the pre- 
mier, and a strong personal friend of 
the king, blocked the way and the 
parliametary committee appointed to 
investigate the intricacies of the Con- 
go financial administration was pow- 
crless to get the facts, The Congo 
government assumed power 4n May 
upon the promise to push the ques- 
tion, but there is a suspicion that it 
had made an agreement With the king 
who was ready at last to yield on the 
question of annexation through fear 
of intervention by outside powers,but 
who, it is believed. has no intention 
of permitting the Belgian parliament, 
if he can prevent it, to pry too closely 
into the Congo administration. 

The question of the responsibility 
ot the future administration of the 
Congo under a regime of annexation, 
it is believed, will be realized. No 
difficu'ty but the treaty of annexa- 
tion itself is to be anticipated, It is 
expected to be similar to the one 
proposed by Cuunt Merode, when he 


Was premier in 1895, The document; 


is simply to the effect that the sov- 
ereign of the Congo, Leopold II, 
his sovereign rights and all the as- 
sets of the Congo Free State to Bel- 
gium, which, in turn assumes the 
liabilities of the African state. 

The real fight will follow upon the 
lines of the colonial Jaw. When Bel- 
gium was created in 1830, Belgian 
colonies were not foreseen and no 
prevision was made in the constitu- 
tion for colonial administration, The 
Belgian Royalists want the law to 
practically convert the present ad- 
ministration into an autonomous 
government not responsible to parlia- 
ment. There will be no way of cor- 
recting present abuses and preventing 
the exploitation of the natives for the 
benefit of the rubber and ivory com- 
panies. In other words they say the 
sumanitarian reasons which DOW ex- 
ist for annexation would be defeated 
and the whole scheme for getting the 
Cengs out of the clutches of its pres. 
ent maladministrators might as well 
be abandoned. 

The indications are that ine sub. 
ject will be thrashed out in parlia- 
ment during the fall and that Janu- 
ary and February, 1908, will see the 
Congo Free State a volony of Belgium 
instead of a personal dependency of 
King Leopold.

FOR MISSING MAN 


Who Said In a Letter His Body 
Would Be Found At Foot of 
Fifth Street.

The young man named Charles A. 
Wood,whose mysterious disappearance 
was reported in The Bulletin yester- 
day has not yet been found. The 
last trace of him was between twelve 
and one o’clock on Monday night, 
when he was seen in the Chinese res- 


taurant on the west side of First 
street, facing Clara. 
On Tuesday afternoon, about two 


o'clock, a letter was received by Mr, 
J. L, Studnolme, manager of. the 
Great West Saddlery Company, with 
which the missing young man was 
employed as book-keeper, which road 
in part as follows: 

“Dear Mr. Studholme, — Fortune 
hag gone against me. My gave to fix 
everything up to date have been 
knocked on the head by ill luck. 
realize what | am doing and think it 
best. My body will be found at the 
foot of Fifth street, in the river, 
am telling you this so you will not 
have much trouble in finding it, ete. 

“CHARLES A. WOOD.” 

Acting on this le..er, Mr. Stud- 
holme placed the matter in the 
hands of the R.N.W.M.P., and wey 
decided to make an immediate search 
tor the body. On Tuesday evening 
ond cll day yesterday the river was 
dragged in the part indicated — by 
the letter, but without result. 

Subsequent inquiry, however, made 
on Tuesday by Mr. Studholme and 
Mr, Jackson, a friend of Wood's 
family, seeemd to prove beyond a 
doubt that the young man had not 
committed suicide. 

+ He Was known to have some money 
in his possession, as thé last thing 
he did, of which any knowledge has 
come to the authorities, was to cash 
a cheque in the Chinese 
for $5. 

Further facts have since come to 
iight which seem to prove beyond a 
doubt that he did not suicide, but is 
either in hiding or has left for parts 
unknown. 

No motive can be discovered which 
would have driven him to take his 
own life. His worst offence, so far 


as can be found out, is. that of 
issuing and cashing cheques when he 
had no funds to his credit in the 


bank, and he has evidently become 


alarmed and left this part of the 
province, 
The facts as they are known at 


present have been communicated by 
wire to his father, in Ontario, an 
further action in the matter will de- 
pend on his instructions. In the 
meantime, any information as to his 
immediate location or his movements 
since Monday night will be appreciat- 
ed by Mr. Studholme and the Royal 
Northwest Mounted Police. 


JAPA NPRESENTS 
HER PROPOSALS 


To Korean Cabinet. 
Government Believed To Be 
Revolutionary In Character 


Seoul, July 24—It is understood 
that the proposals of Japan, with 
which Viscount Hayashi had charge, 
were presented by Marquis Ito to the 
Korean cabinet, which met at ten 
o’clock this morning under a Japan- 
ese guard. The ministers deliberated 
until 4 e’clock in the afternoon when 
Premier Iwan Yung, together with 
the minister of war, presented the 
new plan of government of the state 
to the emperor in the palace, return- 
ing to the cabinet mecting within 
two hours. It is understood thatthe 
Japanese proposals, though they can- 
not molest the security of the throne, 
are revolutionary, and the fact that 
the audience of the cabinet members 
with the omperor was brief is 
lieved to be evidence of this. 
No Disturbances, 

Seoul, May 25.—Last night Seoul 
was apparently calm, but apprehen- 
sion of iurther disturbances has not 
subsided. Tt is asserted that court 
spies are busily engaged in efforts to 
ascertain the attitude of Japan. A 
new press regulation prohibiting the 
publication of diplomatic and = mili- 
tary secrets or anything injurious to 
the public peace is entorced. The 
Korean premier’s audience on Wed- 
nesday morning is believed to have 
been in connection with the demand 
of Japan presented through Marquis 
Ito.

DARROW DENOUNCES 
ORCHARD AND THE STATE 


With State In Prosecution 


restaurant | Brilliant Counsel For Haywood Excoriates Every Man Connected

Boise, Idaho, July 24—Clarence 
Darrow began the closing address 
for the defense to the jury in the 


Haywood case at. the opening of the 


court today. The court room was 
crowded to its capacity, In opening, 
Mr. Darrow impressed the chief 


points of the case upon the twelve 
men in the box and declared the de. 
fendant was in Idaho as an alien, 
brought 1,500 miles from home into 
a community and before a jury vhich 
did not view life or industry as the 
men accused of the murder of for- 
miner Gcvernor Stuenenburg had been 
taught to look at it. For two kours 
end a half he proclaimed the innoe- 
ence of his client and-the impossibil- 
ity of his conviction upon the uncor. 


roborated evidence of Harry Orch. 
ard, 
Chas. J. Hawley,leading counsel for 


the state, and Orchard were the fig- 
vres aiound whom most of the storm 
of the morning centered. There was 
no attempt at refinement of attack, It 
was straight vituperation and angry 
denunciation.

At the Afternoon Session.

All night long the throng waited 
on the docks for the steamer. Hun. 
dreds of friends and relatives of the 
Survivors who ¢ame from _ Portland 
and variots towns in Oregon, were 
waiting to greet their loved. ones. 
Shouts of greetings wert back and 
forth as the Elder came to her dock, 
and cries of “How are you?” and 
“Are you all right?” punctuated now 
and. then with, the ery of @ mother 
or father appealing for news. ‘There 
were pitiful scenes when it was learn- 
ed that the Eider had picked up none 
of the Columbia's boats or rafts. All 
hope had departed for some, and they 
slipped away from the merry-makers 
to hide their sorro was best they 
might. It was.a envious crowd that 
thronged down the gang plank, attir- 
ed in all sorts of misfitting garments. 
On the dock, every possible demon. 
stration of joy continued for many 
hours. Some were overcome by the 
excitement ofthe meeting and a num 
ber of women fainted. The people of 
Astoria distributed flowers and coffee 
and otlier goéd things plentifully to 
the survivors. 

Saved Many Lives. 


Capt. Jassen of the steamer Elder 
made the following statement to the 
Associated Press: ‘When the Elder 
arrived at the scene of the disaster, 
the Columbia had already gone down, 
and the deck of the San Pedro was 
awash. Our first work was to pick 
up a8 many survivors as we could 
from the raits and boats of the Col- 
umbia. The water was pretty smooth 
and the fog was just lifting. This was 
about 6 o’cloek in the morning. We 
did all we could for the shipwrecked 
passengers, we took the San Pedro 
in tow. This was a difficult task, and 
the Ban Pedro broke away frou, us 
Finally we towed her in our wake. 
The San Pedro had as many people 
on board as she could safely carry. 
The survivors say that officers and 
crew of ‘the San Pedro could not have 
been more kind.”

The interest and part of the principal 
ean be paid in monthly installments 
Tt is a brilliant thought and seems 
to afford an easy way out of the dif 
ficulty. 

The husband strenuously objects at 
first, until the woman’s pleadings 
and tears bring the deaited result, 
and the deal is consummated. It looks | 
at first as though the mortgage can} 
be paid off easily, but something turns | 
up—the baby gets sick and the auto} 
uses an immoderate quantity of gaso- 
lene.
